One  would  provide  fast  depreciation  of 
productive  facilities,  aimed  especially  at  areas  of 
high  unemployment  which  under  present 
circumstances  would  cover  much  of  the  country. 

Another  would  be  designed  to  encourage 
persons  of  moderate  income  to  buy  stock  in  U.S. 
firms.  The  purchase  price,  for  such  long-term 
investments  could  be  deducted  for  tax  purposes, 
with  the  proceeds  to  be  subject  to  tax  only  if 
cashed  in  later. 

He  also  said  he  will  propose  programs  to  help 
lower  income  for  people  who  rent  and  buy  homes 
through  subsidies  affecting  500,000  dwelling  units, 
at  the  same  time  helping  the  lagging  housing 
industry.

Resource 
allocations 
for  Utah? 

In  his  proposed  budget  for 
fiscal  1977,  President  Ford 
has  reportedly  asked  Congress 
for  an  increase  in  allocations 
for  construction  of  water 
resource  projects  in  Utah. 

The  budget,  for  the  year 
beginning  Oct.  1,  seeks  $6.3 
million  for  continued 
1  construction  of  Tyzack  Dam 
in  the  Central  Utah  Project 
(CUP). 

The  Central  Utah  Water 
Conservancy  District 
prepared  a  request  for 
approximately  $39  million  to 
distribute  between  the 
various  Utah  projects,  said 
general  manager  of  the 
Conservancy  District,  Lynn 
Ludlow. 

Ludlow’s  office  is  awaiting 
the  release  of  President 
Ford’s  budget  today.  He  said, 
concerning  the  request,  “If 
we  get  close  to  it  we’ll  feel 
real  good.” 

According  to  Ludlow,  the 
Conservancy  District 
requested  $27  million  for  the 
Bonneville  project,  $7.5 
million  for  the  Jensen  unit, 
$1  million  for  the  Uintah 
unit,  and  $800,000  for  the 
Upalco'  unit.  All  of  these 
projects  have  been  authorized 
by  the  federal  government  for 
construction. 

Ludlow  said  $700,000  has 
also  been  requested  for 
investigation  into  a  proposed 
Ute  Indian  unit. 

T  h  e  requested 
appropriation  for  recreation 
was  $2  million.  According  to 
Ludlow  this  will  be  used  for 
campgrounds,  boat  ramps  and 
other  planned  improvements 
in  the  state’s  recreational 
facilities. 

“This  is  what  we  see  as  the 
needs  for  the  fiscal  year  1977 
for  good,  sound  constructive 
programs,”  said  Ludlow.

Press  risking  freedom

.  Freedom  °f  the  press  is 
being  jeopardized  by  the 
press  itself,  Elder  Loren  C. 
Dunn  of  the  First  Council  of 
the  Seventy  said  in 
Devotional  Assembly 
luesday. 


The  media’s  lack  of 
professional  taste  and  ethics 
in  handling  the  Watergate 
break-in  and  subsequent 
scandal  investigations  has 
given  it  a  bad  image  in  the 
eyes  of  the  public,  he  said. 

The  solution,  said  Elder 
Dunn,  lies  in  more 
self-analysis  within  the  media,

more  realization  of  its 
problems,  and  adherence  to  a 
higher  standard  of 
professional  ethics. 

Elder  Dunn  also  announced 
for  the  first  time  his-  being 
called  to  serve  as  president  of 
the  Australia  Sydney  Mission. 

Quoting  the  First 
Amendment  to  the  United 
States’  Constitution,  Elder 
Dunn  said,  “Freedom  of  the 
press  is  one  of  the  keys  to  the 
future  success  of  the 
Republic.” 

As  a  result  of  public 
mistrust  of  the  media,  a  “rash 
of  bills  that  tend  to  strike  at 
the  freedom  of  the  press  are 
being  introduced,”  he  said. 

The  press  uses  the  First 
Amendment  to  defend  itself, 
according  to  Elder  Dunn. 

He  told  students  the  press 
doesn’t  understand  that 
freedom  of  the  press  is  a 
prerogative  given  to  it  by  the 
people,  and  that  the  people 
can  take  it  away. 

The  former  editor 
encouraged  BYU  students 
who  are  interested  to  enter 
the  field  of  journalism.  “It  is 
a  great  profession,”  he  said. 

Be  technically  proficient 
and  morally  sound,  Elder 
Dunn  told  journalism 
students.

Elder  Dunn  criticized  the 
media  for  justifying  its 
treatment  bordering  on 
yellow  journalism  of 
sensational  news  items  with 
the  statement,  “The  public 
has  the  right  to  know.” 

Citing  the  Nixon-Watergate 
affair,  he  said  the  media  can 
convict  a  person  before  he  is 
ever  brought  to  trial,  and  yet 
refuse  to  disclose  their 
sources  of  information. 

Quoting  renowned 
author-journalist  Roscoe 
Drummond,  Elder  Dunn  said 
the  .  .  .  public  deserves 
fuller  access  to  the  media.”  If 
the  media  fail  to  provide  this 
access,  “  .  .  .they  will  bring 
down  their  own  houses  .  .  .  ,” 
according  to  Drummond. 

Elder  Dunn  quoted  another 
noted  journalist,  saying 
modern  investigative 
reporting  is  “like  dogs  who 
have  scented  blood  and  are 
running  the  fox  right  down  to 
the  earth.” 

There  is  a  need  for 
journalists  to  exercise 
professional  integrity  and 
fairness,  said  Elder  Dunn.

ANGOLA  -  Rival  Angolan  factions,  fighting  with 
Communist  and  Western  backing  fbr  control  of  the  strategic 
African  country,  were  reported  in  possible  decisive  battles  on 
three  fronts  Tuesday.  Speculation  grew  that  peace  talks 
would  soon  be  held  in  Kenya.

Cultural  contexts 

Brown  explained  the 
expedition’s  purpose  was  to 
find  the  exact  location  of  the 
writings’  discovery  and  to 
place  the  papyrus  documents 
in  some  sort  of  cultural 
context. 

Brown  said  members  of  the 
expedition  were  unable  to 
locate  where  the  jar,  which 
supposedly  contained  the 
writings  now  in  the 
possession  of  Egyptian 
officials,  was  found. 

He  said  they  did  find  relics 
from  the  period  the  texts 
were  written  in  and  this  may 
cast  some  light  upon  the 
writers,  about  which  little  is 
now  known. 

Brown  said  the  discovery 
location  of  the  codices,  or 
bound  papyrus  texts,  is 
controversial  and  is  disputed 
even  among  those  who  were 
at  the  discovery. 

Uncertain  origin 

The  story  believed  by 
many,  Brown  said,  is  that  an 
Egyptian  named  Muhammad 
Ali  found  the  writings  in 
1945  or  1946  while  collecting 
silt  to  be  used  as  fertilizer. 

Brown  said  it  is  believed  Ali 
found  a  large  jar  and  broke  it 
open  to  find  out  what  was 
inside.  Brown  said  Ali  has 
told  at  least  one  scholar  that 
he  and  the  five  workers  with 
him  burned  one  or  two  of  the 


volumes  in  order  to  heat  tea. 
It  is  not  known  what 
happened  to  all  the  texts  but 
eventually  13  of  them  found 
their  way  into  the  hands  of 
scholars  who  recognized  their 
importance,  he  said. 

Brown  said  that  Ali 
directed  Robinson  to  a  cave 
where  he  claimed  to  have 
found  the  jar.  Camel  drivers 
who  were  with  Ali  said  the 
writings  were  found  in 
cemetery. 

Brown  said  although  they 
did  not  discover  the  origin  of 
the  texts,  the  expedition  did 
make  some  significant  finds. 

Some  finds 

Tombs  were  uncovered  by 
the  expedition  which 
contained  6th  dynasty  (about 
2000  B.C.)  funerary 
inscriptions  and  also  evidence 
of  later  inhabitation  by 
Coptic  Christian  monks.  It  is 
believed  that  the  monks 
occupied  the  caves  between 
the  4th  and  7th  centuries 
A.D. 

Brown  and  Griggs  : 
currently1  i  n  vo  lved 
translating  photocopies  of 
these  ancient  records,  Brown 
said  the  writings  seem  to  be 
concerned  mainly  with 
spiritual  and  religious 
matters,  but  also  include 
writings  of  a  different  nature 
including  the  philosophy  of 
Plato. 

Gnostic  religion 

Brown  said  it  is  believed 
these  texts  were  collected  by 
an  early  religion  whose  sects 
were  called  Gnostics. 


School  allocation 
awaits  state's  OK 


Following  approval  by  the 
budget  subcommittee,  a 
$320,000  grant  for  the 
American  Fork  Training 
School  is  awaiting  approval 
by  the  Utah  legislature. 

According  to  school 
superintendent  Dr.  Paul  S. 
Sagers,  the  money,  if 
approved,  will  be  divided 
among  three  separate 
projects;  support  of  group 
houses,  purchase  of 
relocatable  classrooms  and  a 
television  monitoring  system. 

Approximately  $170,000 
will  be  used  for  the  purchase 
of  four  relocatable 
classrooms.  They  will  house 
the  classes  once  held  in  Maple 
Cottage  which  was  destroyed 
last  year  by  fire. 

Dr.  Sagers  said  $120,000 
will  be  allocated  to  support 


1 2  group  houses  now  used  by 
the  Training  School.  Because 
of  a  change  in  government 
regulations,  the  houses  can  no 
longer  be  funded  by  the 
federal  government.  The 
money  was  requested  from 
the  state  to  cover  rent, 
general  upkeep  and  salaries 
for  group  home  parents,  he 
said. 

The  balance  of  the  funds 
are  to  be  used  for  installation 
of  a  television  monitoring 
system  in  a  control  center 
now  under  construction  at 
the  school.  He  explained  that 
the  monitoring  system  is 
needed  for  patient 
observation  by  the  doctors.. 
Staff  nurses  will  also  be  able 
to  record  the  number  of 
patient  seizures  experienced 
by  school  residents,  he  said. 


Counter  complaint  filed 
against  BYU  teacher 

A  defendant  in  alibel  and  slander  suit  filed  by  a  part-time 
.BYU  teacher  has  filed  a  counterclaim. 

The  teacher,  Dr.  Vernon  Woolf,  filed  the  suit  in  December 
against  Sharon  V.  Bona  and  Eldon  Luse  of  The  Gathering 
Place,  a  drug  rehabilitation  center  operated  by  the  Utah 
County  Council  on  Drug  Abuse  Rehabilitation. 

Dr.  Woolf’s  suit  accused  them  of  issuing  defamatory 
statements  and  memos  and  seeks  $600,000  damages. 

Sharon  Bona  has  filed  an  answer  and  counter  complaint 
charging  Dr.  Woolf  with  issuing  written  memos  and  verbal 
statements  between  Dec.  10,  1975  and  Jap.  2,  1976  which 
were  malicious,  false  and  defamatory.  SheSeeks  $500,000 
damages  for  slander  and  defamation  plus  $100,000  in 
punitive  damages.

Preside^t^p  T?-N  (^P)  -  When  Congress  gets 
president  Ford’s  budget  today,  the  new 
machinery  the  lawmakers  constructed  to  give 
themselves  a  better  grip  on  the  nation’s  fiscal 

time*  W1  8°  fully  into  effect  for  the  first 
"P^e  Budget  Act  not  only  invites  Congress 
to  set  spending  ceilings  for  itself,  but  it 
imposes  a  tight  timetable  on  all  legislative 
actions  that  have  to  do  with  money. 

House  Speaker  Carl  Albert  in  an  interview 
said  budget  items  will  take  precedence  and  all 
general  legislation  will  have  to  stand  aside 
until  the  early  deadlines  are  met. 

The  House  Budget  Committee  has 
scheduled  two  weeks  of  hearings  on  the 
budget,  beginning  Monday.  The  Senate 
committee  is  to  begin  its  deliberations  Feb.  3. 

The  act  requires  each  committee  to  report 
to  its  chamber  by  April  1 5  a  target  resolution 


setting  out  totals  of  contract  authority  and 
actual  outlays,  both  as  a  total  and  for  each 
major  budget  category;  recommended  levels 
of  revenues,  deficit  or  surplus  -  at  present, 
certainly  deficit  -  and  debt. 

The  resolution,  while  it  is  not  absolutely 
binding  on  Congress,  will  give  the  first  firm 
indication  how  far  the  Democratic-controlled 
legislature,  with  its  emphasis  on  economic 
stimulation  and  legislation  intended  to 
produce  jobs,  will  depart  from  Ford’s 
recommendation  for  a  $394.2  billion 
spending  ceiling  and  a  $10  billion  tax  cut. 

May  15  is  the  date  for  Congress  to  ' 
complete  action  on  the  first  budget 
resolution.  Until  it  is  adopted,  with  any 
differences  between  House  and  Senate 
versions  ironed  out,  neither'  House  may 
consider  appropriation  or  revenue  bills, 
although  committees  may  work  on  them.

Albert mpS  HeW  dty  manager> 
rtioert  L.  Haines,  says  he  sees 

many  challenges  but  a  bright 
future  for  the  city. 

One  of  the  main  reasons  for 
ms  optimism,  Haines  explained, 
is  that  “the  mayor  and  city 
council  are  sensitive  to  what’s 
going  on  in  Orem  and  are 
done' ”3ted  t0  getting  things 

In  analyzing  his  job  role, 
Haines  said  the  manager-council 
form  of  government  in  Orem  is 
an  efficient  and  businesslike  way 
to  get  the  job  done.  “In  private 
business,”  he  said,  “success  is 
measured  by  net  income,  but  in 
government,  success  is  measured 
on  the  basis  of  service.” 

The  main  thrust  of  his  job  is 


to  implement  decisions  made  by 
the  City  Council.  These 
decisions  are  made  in  public 
meetings  both  on  the  basis  of 
what  the  council  feels  the  city 
needs  as  well  as  the  needs  voiced 
by  residents. 

Haines,  who  graduated  from 
BYU  in  1972  with  a  master’s 
degree  in  public  administration, 
served  as  manpower  planning 
director  in  Wichita  Falls,  Tex. 
and  assistant  county 
administrator  in  Clark  County, 
Nev.  before  becoming  city 
manager  in  Orem. 

The  difference  between  his  job 
and  that  of  the  City  Council, 
according  to  Haines,  is  that 
public  policy  is  made  by  the 
council  but  administrative  policy 


within  the  city  government  is  his 
jurisdiction.  He  also  has  a 
responsibility  to  suggest  changes 
of,  additions  to  and  adoption  of 
new  public  policy. 

The  biggest  responsibility  of 
directing  a  city  administration, 
according  to  the  32-year-old 
manager,  “is  to  equip  each 
individual  department  within  the 
city  with  the  most  efficient 
means  of  meeting  their  service 
commitment  at  the  lowest 
possible  cost.” 

“Orem  has  one  of  the  lowest 
tax  bases  in  the  state  and 
country,”  said  Haines,  “which 
indicates  the  city  is  doing  a  good 
job  of  meeting  the  demands  of 
growing  city  places  on  a 
municipality.”

Saturday’s  sports  rivalry  with  Utah  includes  swimming  as 
well  as  basketball. 

While  a  regional  television  audience  is  watching  the  two 
hoop  squads  collide  in  Provo  in  the  afternoon,  the  respective 
swimming  teams  will  be  preparing  for  their  7  p.m.  dual  meet 
in  the  Ute  Natatorium. 

Early  in  December  BYU  shocked  the  Utes  with  the 
Cougars’  most  lopsided  swimming  victory  ever,  an  81-30  win 
in  Provo.  The  rematch  is  expected  to  be  much  closer. 

“Utah  obviously  was  looking  past  us  the  first  time,”  says 
BYU  Coach  Tim  Powers.  “They’ll  be  out  to  get  us  this  time 
and  they’ve  improved  a  lot.  They  also  have  a  lot  of  talent 
which  didn’t  surface  in  the  first  meet.” 

Leading  the  Ute  swimmers  is  All-American  Jeff  Rolan, 
NCAA /butterfly Champion  last  year.  He  currently  has  the 
nation’s  best  time  in  the  100-yard  freestyle  (46.4). 

The  Utes  also  are  expected  to  be  in  good  shape  on  the  basis 
of  a  two-week  training  period  in  Tahiti  and  Fiji.  Coach  Don 
Reddish  annually  takes  his  team  on  a  concentrated  training 
excursion  outside  the  United  States. 

“That  costs  a  lot  of  money,  but  training  together  during 
the  holidays  is  basically  a  good  idea,”  says  Powers.  “We  had  a 
little  problem  this  year  with  some  of  our  swimmers  being 
unable  to  find  adequate  training  facilities,  in  their 
hometowns.” 

Among  the  Cougar  standouts  is  freshman  John  Sorich,  who 
has  broken  the  school  record  in  the  1000  freestyle  three 
times  so  far  this  season.

The  University  has  gone  on  record  as  saying  that  the  rate 
increase  is  justified.  This  has  come  in  part  in  the  form  of 
comparisons :  of  the  university  with  many  other  universities  of 
importance  across  the  nation. 

Granted,  then,  that  the  increase  is  needed,  the  point  is  this: 
the  university  should  develop  a  tentative  long-range  timetable 
for  other  expected  increases.  This  could  be  accomplished  in 
view  of  the  next  five  years.  Such  a  timetable  should  be 
worked  out  and  published  to  insure  those  attending  the 
university  of  the  financial  facts. 

Students  then  could  be  able  to  financially  prepare  for 
other  foreseeable  increases.  Some  could  use  the  information 
in  making  a  decision  to  follow  another  direction  of 
education. 

College  educations  are  firm  bases  in  the  career  building 
process.  Sound  financial  planning  needs  to  be  assured  with 
any  help  possible  from  the  university. 

After  all,  it  sometimes  takes  many  years  of  financial 
preparation  to  even  insure  entrance  into  the  university 
community.  Let  the  university  research  and  plan  such  a 
needed  financial  timetable.

Student  government  is  having  an  effect  this  year,  not  only 
on  campus  but  in  the  community,  under  the  direction  of 
ASBYU  Pres.  Bob  Henrie. 

This  has  happened  in  spite  of  some  student  apathy.  “It’s 
discouraging  to  have  an  employer,  the  student  body,  who 
isn’t  getting  informed  or  doesn’t  want  to  be,”  Henrie  said. 

Although  many  students  support  the  programs,  with  more 
,  support  they  would  have  been  more  effective,  he  said. 

But  there  have  been  many  effective  and  innovative 
programs  produced  under  Henrie’s  administration. 

The  student  forum,  where  students  can  meet  with  the 
executive  council  and  express  their  problems  and  suggestions, 
was  begun  under  his  administration. 

Henrie  has  been  instrumental  in  expanding  the  students’ 
voice  on  a  university  and  community  level. 

For  the  first  time  seats  on  university  committees  were 
opened  to  the  general  student  body,  not  just  filled  by 
student  government  officers. 

The  fight  for  a  Provo  Better  Business  Bureau  showed  the 
strength  of  student  pressure  to  the  community.  Students, 
under  Henrie’s  leadership,  offered  financial  support, 
volunteers,  packets  and  other  aids. 

The  student  voice  was  also  heard  on  telephone  rate 
increases  and  on  wage  and  hour  problems.  As  a  result  of  the 
wage  inquiries,  Henrie  said,  a  Department  of  Labor  field 
office  was  opened  in  Provo. 

Formal  expressions  of  opinion  have  been  sent  to  Utah  Gov. 
Calvin  Rampton,  extending  student  impact  to  the  state  level. 

With  a  united  student  body,  these  statements  would 
represent  25,000  people,  not  the  small  portion  they  now  do. 
This  would  create  a  greater  impact. 

Henrie  created  and  plans  to  create  additional  aids  to 
students,  as  well  as  making  traditional  programs  more 
professional.  The  money  management  center  was  opened  and 
plans  are  in  different  stages  for  a  BYU  services  book, 
detailing  the  services  available  to  the  student;  a  housing  hints 
book,  explaining  landlord  and  tenant  responsibilities,  and 
possibly  more  free  phones  and  a  shuttle  bus  from  distant 
“D”  parking  lots  to  campus. 

As  the  time  nears  for  BYU  students  to  select  a  new  set  of 
student  body  officers,  the  students  need  to  be  aware  of 
improvements  that  have  been  made  this  year  and  need  to 
look  at  candidates  and  platforms  carefully.  Programs  that 
began  this  year  can  either  blossom  under  the  management  of 
a  capable  ,ASBYU  president  or  wilter  due  to  the  neglect  of  an 
incompetent  one. 


Arbitration  may  solve 


malpractice  problems 


“Well,  Herschel,  we've  just  made  the  problem  banks  list." 


Physician  strikes  and  hospital  shut-downs 
are  perhaps  its  most  publicized  aspects,  but 
the  malpractice  problem  has  ramifications 
beyond  astronomical  insurance  rates. 
Unresolved,  it’s  a  problem, that  will  injure  the 
public  along  with  the  physician. 

Doctors  blame  their  inflated  malpractice 
insurance  rates  on  unscrupulous  lawyers  and 
generous  juries  that  have  brought  on  a 
barrage  of  malpractice  suits  awarding  millions 
of  dollars  annually  in  damages.  On  the  other 
side,  lawyers  and  their  clients  point  a  finger 
at  a  profession  clannishly  secretive  on  matters 
of  professional  competency. 

To  a  point,  both  sides  are  right.  Harassment 
suits  are  filed  against  doctors.  Juries  do  award 
incredible  sums  of  money.  Doctors  have  been 
slow  to  criticize  incompetency  among  their 
ranks.  And  in  the  middle  sits  the  public, 
plagued  by  increasing  medical  costs  and 
defensive  doctors  who  run  expensive  lab  tests 
to  back  up  even  routine  diagnoses. 

The  state  of  Michigan  may  have  found  a 
way  out.  Michigan’s  solution  offers 
protection  to  the  patient  while  shielding  the 
doctor  from  harassment  suits  Michigan  has 
set  up  a  medical  arbitration  panel. 

Doctors  submitting  to  arbitration  ask 
patients  to  sign  a  statement  agreeing  to  settle 
any  claims  or  disputes  over  medical  care 
through  the  arbitration  panel.  The  doctor,  by 
agreeing  to  the  arbitration  panel,  has  access 
to  a  fund  set  up  to  provide  insurance 
coverage  at  reasonable  rates. 

The  arbitration  panel,  consisting  of  a 
doctor,  a  lawyer  and  a  lay  person;  can  throw 
out  a  patient’s  claim,  order  further  medical 
care  at  no  cost,  or  award  a  patient  an 


unlimited  amount  of  money. 

Organizers  of  the  plan  say  the  arbi 
panel  can  speed  up  the  settling  of  jj 
claims  while  at  the  same  time  icduci 
cost  of  the  proceeding  for  both  the,  j 
and  doctor.

Kaiparowits  fate  unknown 


Environmentalists  claim  that  the 
Kaiparowits  power  project  is  a  waste  of 
money,  a  waste  of  energy  and  a  waste  of 
significant  scenic  resources  -  and  whether 
one  agrees  with  that  premise  or  not,  Sierra 
Club  members  and  other  groups  are  doing  a 
more  effective  job  of  promulgating  that 
dogma  and  lobbying  their  ideas  than  are  the 
pro-Kaiparowits  supporters. 

Just  last  week  Southern  California  Edison 
Co.,  which  together  with  San  Diego  Gas  and 
Electric  Co.  and  Arizona  Public  Service  Co. 
would  own  the  proposed  plant,  announced 
that  it  was  delaying  construction  by  one  year 
because  of  delays  in  regulatory  approvals  and 
objections  by  environmental  groups.  This  is 
only  one  of  15  blockades  that  have  occured 
since  1963  when  a  battery  of  groups  have 
sought  to  stop  the  project  on  environmental 
grounds. 

Environmentalists  won  this  battle  once, 
and  they  are  gearing  up  to  fight  until  they 
win  again.  In  1973,  Interior  Sec.  Rogers 
Morton  turned  down  an  application  by 
utilities  for  a  plant  at  Kaiparowits  saying 
environmental  problems  “cannot  be 
overcome.” 

-  If  the  Sierra  Club  and  others  have  their 
way,  the  coal-fired  3,000  megawatt  power 
generating  project  in  Southern  Utah  will  be 
turned  down  by  present  Sec.  of  Interior 
Thomas  Kleppe,  also.  Skeptics  who  doubt 


these  holdups  and  obstructions  are  naive  and 
amiss  to  thefact  that  envirortmentalistsclearly 
have  clout  and  they  certainly  know  how  to 
lobby  effectively. 

Just  last  week  a  conference  was  sponsored 
in  Southern  Utah  by  several  environmental 
groups.  They  include  the  Canyon  Country 
Council,  Environmental  Defense  Fund, 
Friends  of  the  Earth,  Audubon  Society, 
National  Parks  and  Conservation  Association, 
Sierra  Club  and  The  Wilderness  Society. 
These  groups  vow  to  make  Kaiparowits  a 
“national  issue  of  critical  interest  and 
concern.”  They  hope  that  by  stopping 
Kaiparowits  they  will  also  stop  other  planned 
power  complexes  in  Utah.  At  present  they 
are  doing  an  effective  job. 

Within  a  250-mile  radius  of  Kaiparowits  are 
eight  national  parks,  twenty-six  national 
monuments,  three  national  recreation  areas, 
two  national  historic  sites,  and  one  national 
memorial  -  one  fifth  of  the  acreage 
administered  by  the  total  National  Park 
Service.  The  area  also  contains  three  Bureau 
of  Land  Management  primitive  areas,  several 
National  Forest  units,  numerous  state  parks, 
Indian  reservations  and  sacred  grounds,  and 
de  facto  wilderness  areas  such  as  the 
Escalante  Canyons. 

Environmentalists  feel  that  within  this 
region  is  some  of  the  most  “fantastic 
ecologically  fragile  land  in  the  United 


States.”  So  “why  should  the  Southern  Utah 
region  become  a  national  sacrifice  area  which 
would  be  pulled  on  the  altar  to  keep 
Southern  California  lighted?” 

It’s  a  most  persuasive  message,  and  without 
question,  parts  of  Southern  Utah  should  be 
reserved  for  tourism,  recreation  and  for 
natural  esthetic  beauties. 

With  regards  to  lobbying,  it  is  not 
necessarily  the  group  that  screams  the  loudest 
or  the  longest  that  will  win  the  Kaiparowits 


Utah’s  entire  congressional  delegation  and 
Gov.  Calvin  L.  Rampton  have  endorsed  plans 
for  the  construction  of  the  Kaiparowits 
project  —  all  quite  vocally.  Strong  support  of 
the  project  has  also  been  voiced  by  officials 
and  state  legislators  of  the  area  which  will  be 
most  affected  by  the  billion-dollar  power 
project.  Their  efforts  have  given  rise  to  a  lot 
of  print  in  Utah  publications  and  a  smattering 
of  interest  on  a  national  issue. 

On  the  other  hand,  movie  star  Robert 
Redford  of  Utah,  who  is  an  Environmental 
Defense  Fund  trustee,  has  been  able  to 
generate  enough  publicity  against  the  project 
in  the  past  months  that  many  feels  his  efforts 
will  be  influential  in  persuading  Sec.  Kleppe 
to  turn  the  project  down.
